Slipcovers 
By ELEANOR ROSS 


F you want to be ambitious 
and try your hand at making 

slipeovers, now fs the time to do 

It ls many yenra since there 
have been 59 many delightful 
fabrics, especially: cottons, on the 
marke! The new cottons are 
washable, durable, reasonable in 
price, and there's n wealth of 
colour design and weaves. Then, 
too, there are new cottons that 
are wash-proof,  shrink-proof 
ond hold = colour against the 
ght. ‘ 

It is worthwhile paying a little 
more for such qualities, sinc? 
making. slipcovers is a task that 
requires time, patience and 
effort. Closely woven fabrics 
are the best cholce. They usually 
hold thelr shape well, are Casy 
to work on, — tallor niccly and 
place, help keep the 
dust from sifting through to’ the 
furniture beneath. 


Fray at Edges 

Guard against cottons that arc. 
loosely woven, for they will 
stretch, fray at the-edges, often 
pull out at the scams and are 
diMcult to make up, Such 
fabrics, 1f almost given away, 
are never o bargain. Permanently 
glazed = chintz, cretonne, good 
plain or striped denim (excellent 
for informu) interlors) galatea, 
rep and French ticking, are all 
nice for fenerai use. Lisht 
welfht tapestries, damask and 
drapery sateen make yp tnto 
beautiful slipcovers, ideal for 
more formal room. 

; Test Fabrics, 

If fabric ts not tagged as pre- 
shrunk and fast colour against 
light and lnundering, and if you 
are keen on the design or colour, 
it migght be n good idea to pur- 
chuse say three-quarters ofa 
yord nnd launder {t at home. 
Measure the ' fabric before 
washing to determine — the 
shrinkage and fo note any lors 
of colour, If shrinkable material 
is the chotce give It a trial 
Inundering and ironing before 
making it up into sllptovers. 

From a prominent decorator 
comes n fine piece of advice: The 
upper part of the back and the 
arms of chalrs or lounges gener~ 
ally get the most soil and wear. 
So it pays to purchase enough 
extra fabric for pieces’ to baste 
fint on backs and arms, These can 
be washed sepnrately if neces- 
sary. Be sure, though, that the 
desipm of the extra piece and the 
slipcover match perfecty and 
that they ate applied so that the 
design “Brenda even under close 
scrutiny.

But like = any 
filter, they may become 50 
filled with infectious materials 
that instead of preventing an in-

{hey are actually a source of 
Infectfon to the rest of the body.
